27.10,45,}  On  7,11,45,  two  children  were  found  to  have  positive 
swabs  (gravis  .type)’ by  the  E.N*,3\  Laboratory*,  Peterborough, 

One  child  was  confined  to  bed  with  lobar  pneumonia  and  died 
on  the  6th  November,  the  other  developed  clinical  diphtheria. 

As  again  both  were  school  children,  the  school  was  inspected 
on  8,11,45,  when  two  children  were  found  with  purulent  nasal 
discharges , 

As  the  infection  was  only  confined  to  the  junior  school, 
which  occupies  separate  buildings  and • playground s ,  all  children 
attending  were  swabbed  with  the  result  that  in  addition  to  the 
two  children  with  nasal  discharges  being  positive,  two  other 
children  were  positive  to.  Diphtheria,  All  were  excluded  and 
the  latter  two  children  subsequently  developed  clinical  diphtheria 
on  10,11,45  and  14,11,45.  No  further  cases  occurred. 

This  result  could  net  have  been  achieved  without  the  help 
and  advice  of  Dr,  Pulton  of  the  Peterborough.. Labora tc-ry , 

As  a  result  of  this  small  epidemic,  many  parents  requested 
immunisation  for  their  children,  some  69  cases  'being  immunised  in 
one  afternoon,
